WHEN the vast flood of convention talk for 1907 
has been duly drained and strained by the hardware 
retailer, a substantial residuum of sound common 
sense and valuable precept will be found. 








THERE are unmistakable signs of restiveness on the 
part of large consumers of pig iron when they con- 
template the long-continued high prices, and speedy 
concessions by producers are by no means improb- 
able. 








THE provisional figures of pig iron production in 
Germany and Luxemburg show a total for the calen- 
dar year 1906 of 12,478,068 metric tons, against 10,- 
987,623 metric tons in 1905. Both years were record 
years for German production. 








AN expert who has been investigating the Alaska 
coal fields for. Uncle Sam reports that they cover the 
entire valley of the Yukon and possess great possibili- 
ties. The building of railroads in Alaska, it is said, 
will enable Alaska coal to be sold in California at 25 
per cent of the present price of coal on the coast. 
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Following the lead of the stove manufacturers of 
New York, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Virginia, the 
Western manufacturers have decided to

commensurate wi increase ices 
Adjusted. ensurate with the increased prices 


for raw material which they have been 
compelled to pay for some time past. Added to the 
advance of five per cent made by the Western stove 
manufacturers last November, the increase just an- 
nounced will amount to an advance all along the line 
in stoves and stove repairs of ten per cent and upward. 

The additional cost of the raw material that goes 
into the stove manufacturer’s product since the time 
when selling prices were last adjusted is figured at $10 
per ton. The manufacturers therefore cannot be 
blamed for raising their selling prices and the dealer 
must necessarily increase the price at which he offers 
stoves at retail. This increase should be made by the 
retailer immediately and should apply to all stoves now 
in stock, in common justice to himself, since he cannot 
replace them at former prices. 

It is known so generally that the market prices of 
raw materials are abnormally high that no dealer 
should have any difficulty in making plain to his cus- 
tomers why the increase in stove prices has become 
necessary. 








FREIGHT conditions, especially those in the south, 
have prompted a movement towards the organization 
of shippers to secure relief from freight 

A Remedy delays in future by federal legislation. 
ata Messrs. T. Peyton Giles and John Don- 
nan of Richmond, Va., head the move- 

ment and have issued a call for a national convention 
of representative men to be held in Richmond on 
March 7 for the purpose of forming a permanent or- 
ganization. The object is to secure a federal law fix- 
ing a maximum time for delivery of goods after ship- 
ment, proportionate to the distance to be traveled, and 
permitting a percentage reduction from the freight bill 
if the time is exceeded, the deduction being in propor- 
tion to the delay. Messrs. Giles and Donnan state in 
the call that they have enlisted the interest and support 
of more than three thousand wholesalers, manufactur- 
ing firms, corporations and active business associations. 
They appear to be very much in earnest in their advo- 
cacy of remedial measures and will have the sincere 
good wishes, if not the active support, of every shipper. 








SoME curious facts, statistical and commercial, are 
presented to one who studies the ebb and flow of the 
commerce of the United States, as can 

The Ebb readily be done by means of the reports 
and Flow of . 4 : " nn kes 

Commerce. ‘Sued monthly by the Bureau of Statis- 

tics of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor at Washington. 

A curious feature of our foreign commerce is found 
in the fact that although the United States produces 
one-half of the world’s copper and exports far more 
than any other country, it is also one of the largest im- 
porters of that commodity. The value of copper im- 
ported into the United States in 1906 was over $37,- 
000,000, including in this ‘total $6,750,000 worth of 
copper ore, while we were at the same time exporting 
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over $90,000,000 worth of that metal, including in this 
sum a little less than $2,00,000 worth of copper ore, of 
copper ingots nearly $85,000,000, and of other copper 
manufactures between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. 

This anomaly of the greatest copper-producing coun- 
try of the world importing such large quantities of 
copper grows, apparently, out of the fact that the 
United States has superior smelting and refining facili- 
ties and that the copper from its immediate neighbors 
to the north and south—Canada and Mexico—flows to 
its smelting establishments and refineries. A consider- 
able part of the pig copper imported is brought in for 
the purpose of extracting the precious metals which it 
contains, and a part of this comes from European coun- 
tries. How much of this $37,000,000 worth of copper 
imported is re-exported under the title of American 
copper cannot be determined, as any imported article 
which has undergone a further process of manufacture 
after entering the United States is, when exported, re- 
ported to the Bureau of Statistics as a domestic manu- 
facture. 

It is also interesting to note that the United States, 
which has steadily reduced its importations of tin plate 
from more than one billion pounds in the fiscal year 
1891 to 127,000,000 in the calendar year 1906, has now 
become an exporter of that article and that the expor- 
tations of tin plate of domestic manufacture were, in 
1906, $1,001,688 in value, against $702,977 in 1905, 
$651,774 in 1904, $143,691 in 1902, $51,614 in. 1901, 
and $31,082 in 1900. This exportation of $1,000,000 
worth of tin plate of domestic production is exclusive 
of the foreign tin re-exported. Practically all of the 
tin plate now brought into the United States from 
abroad is re-exported, chiefly in the form of cans and 
boxes containing merchandise sent to foreign markets, 
its exporters receiving back under the total of “draw- 
back” 99 per cent of the sums paid as duty thereon. 
The total quantity of tin plate imported into the United 
States in the fiscal year 1906 was 120,819,732 pounds, 
and the exports of tin plate of foreign production in 
that same period were 120,491,271 pounds, of which 
all except 57,648 pounds was in the form of cans, boxes 
and other manufactured articles. 








OFFICIAL statistics show that exports from the 

United States to Cuba last year were larger than in 

any other year of American trade with 

a9 that island. Imports from the island fell 

wit Cola. $10,000,000 below those of the high rec- 

ord year, 1905, this fall being due to a 

reduction in prices of sugar, of which the quantity 

imported in 1906, however, was greater than in any 
earlier year. 

The total value of exports to Cuba in 1906, as shown 
by figures compiled by the bureau of statistics of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, was $46,491,- 
944, against $44,569,812 in 1905, $32,644,345 in 1904, 
and $23,504,417 in 1903, the year immediately preced- 
ing the inauguration of the present reciprocity treaty 
‘with the island. 

Exports from the United States to Cuba never 


touched the $20,000,000 line until 1892 and 1893, 


when, under the reciprocity authorized by the act of 
1890, they averaged $22,000,000 in the years named. 
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In 1894 the figure dropped to $17,000,000, and did not 
again cross the $20,000,000 line until 1899, averaging 
about $24,000,000 a year from that time until the 
end of 1903. In December of 1903 the new reciprocit, 
agreement went into operation, and in 1904 the total 
was, as above indicated, more than $32,000,000; in 
1905, more than $44,000,000, and in 1906 more than 
$46,000,000. 

On the import side the values ranged between $50,- 
000,000 and $75,000,000 a year down to the end of 
1894, dropping as low as $16,000,000 during the war 
period, but again crossing the $30,000,000 line in 1900, 
reaching $57,000,000 in 1903, $75,000,000 in 1904, 
$95,857,856 in 1905, and dropping to $85,055,295 in 
1906. 

Sugar forms by far the largest part of the imports 
into the United States from Cuba, being in the eleven 
months ended with November, 1906, $56,344,473. 
against $14,098,105 for leaf tobacco, $3,938,089 for 
cigars and cigarettes, $2,145,284 for iron ore, $1,202,- 
979 for bananas, and $625,289 for molasses. 

On the export side the number and variety of arti- 
cles forming the trade are much greater. In the 
eleven months for which the bureau of statistics has 
now detailed figures, the principal articles exported to 
Cuba were: 

Manufactures of iron and steel, $7,829,608, against 
$7,322,878 in the corresponding months of the preced: 
ing year; wheat flour, $2,613,034, against $3,185,872; 
lard, $2,582,454, against $2,068,819 ; lumber, $2,175,156, 
against $1,700,867; bituminous coal, $1,658,995. 
against $1,375,626; boots and shoes, $1,639,302, 
against $1,465,947; cars and carriages, $1,318,362, 
against $702,739; corn, $1,190,820, against $1,004,115; 
cattle, $991,032, against $1,941,452; cotton cloths, 
$892,560, against $1,140,001. 

Other important items in the exports to the island 
during the eleven months of 1906 were: Crude min- 
eral oil, $545,518; refined mineral oil, $271,898; paper, 
$443,519; builders’ hardware, $530,988; sewing ma- 
chines, $310,187, and locomotives $468,508. 

The official figures of the Cuban government show 
that the United States in 1905 supplied 45 1-3 per 
cent of the total imports of Cuba, and took 86% per 
cent of the total exports. 

There is undoubtedly a larger market for American 
manufactures in the Pearl of the Antilles, whether she 
comes permanently under our flag or not. The per- 
centage of her needs now supplied by the American 
manufacturer—to-wit, 45 1-3 per cent— can prob- 
ably be largely increased without much effort.

-] am in receipts of a very finely printed and excel- 
lently illustrated volume bearing the imprint of the 
Government Printing Office at Washington and con- 
taining the annual report of the Board of Regents of 
the Smithsonian Institution for the year ending June 
30, 1905. An appendix contains some very interest- 
ing papers on such subjects as “New Measurements of 
the Distance of the Sun,” “Photographing Lightning 
with a Moving Camera,” “The Ethics of Japan,” and 
“Parental Care Among Fresh-Water Fishes,” but I fail 
to find anything on “How to Sell Stoves,” “The Cor- 
rect Size of Furnace to Heat a Given House,” or “The 
Best Way to Make a One-Piece Miter.” I therefore 
regret that I cannot quote copiously from this hand- 
some and valuable volume. 

Neither, I regret to say, can I reproduce any of the 
excellent photographs with. which the Smithsonian 
people have iliustrated their beautiful but belated re- 
port. My dear friends and readers among the hard- 
ware and stove dealers and the jolly tinkers of the 
country would not be much interested in a picture, for 
instance of “Contremoulin’s Apparatus for Determin- 
ing Location of Objects in the Head.”

A general advance of 10 per cent in the prices of 
stoves has been made by most of the stove manufac- 
turers of Eastern Pennsylvania, and is due to present 
high prices of all raw material. Two former advances 
of 5 per cent have been made in the last eighteen 
months, or a total advance of 20 per cent. These ad- 
vances, however, have by no means kept pace with the 
increased prices of the raw materials used in the man- 
ufacture of stoves. 

Consul-General William H. Michael writes from 
Calcutta that recent prospecting in the northwest part 
of India has disclosed a number of veins of asbestos, 
samples of which have been sent to him with inquiries 
as to the demand for asbestos in the United States. 
The veins are reported to be four feet broad and just 
how deep has not yet been ascertained, but it is be- 
lieved by experts that the deposits are extensive. The 
quality seems to be good, and those directly inter- 
ested are quite sanguine of being able to make ship- 
ments in considerable quantities within a short time. 
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If orders can be had for the output in America, ship- 
ments can be made direct from Bombay to New York 
and Boston.

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STOVE PRICES ADVANCE. 








A meeting of Western stove manufacturers was held 
in Chicago Wednesday, February 20, for the purpose 
of considering the present situation as regards cost of 
material and existing stove prices. 

It was shown that the cost to the manufacturer of 
the raw materials used in making stoves has increased 
to such an extent as to average $10 per ton, and it 
was pointed out that advances in the prices of stoves 
have recently been decided upon by most of the East- 
ern manufacturers. It was therefore decided by the 
manufacturers present at the meeting to make an im- 
mediate advance in stove prices to offset the increased 
cost of raw material. The advance decided upon was 
not any definite percentage of present prices, but will 
vary in different makes of stoves, with a minimum 
advance of probably five per cent. The same manu- 
facturers made an all-round advance of five per cent 
in their prices last November, so that the minimum 
increase over the prices prevailing last fall will be 
about ten per cent at least. 

The increase decided upon by the Western manu- 
facturers will also apply on stove. repairs. They will 
call the particular attention of the trade to the fact 
that the advances in prices are really forced upon them 
by the abnormally high cost of the materials they use. 

The stove manufacturers of Eastern Pennsylvania 
recently announced an advance of ten per cent in 
prices on stoves. Last week the Maryland and Vir- 
ginia manufacturers increased their prices ten per cent. 
and latest advices to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN are that 
the stove manufacturers of New York City have made 
a general advance of twenty per cent in prices for 
stoves and stove repairs.

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A STOVE REPAIR INJUNCTION. 





In the suit of Isaac A. Sheppard & Co., stove man- 
ufacturers, of Philadelphia, against McCaffrey & Far- 
ley Company, stove repair men, Judge Staake of the 
Common Pleas Court No. 5 of Philadelphia has 
granted the plaintiffs a perpetual injunction restrain- 
ing McCaffrey & Farley Company, and their agents 
servants, employees and workmen, from “making, 
selling or disposing of any water backs or grates with 
the trademarks and indicia of the plaintiffs thereon, 
such as are described in the bill of complaint, and 
from making, selling or exposing for sale any water 
backs or grates molded directly from plaintiffs’ pat- 
terns or castings bearing now or heretofore plaintiffs’ 
trademarks or indicia thereof, without the plaintiffs’ 
consent.” 

Damages and costs were assessed against the de- 
fendants, McCaffrey & Farley Company, and they are 
ordered to deliver up to the plaintiffs to be destroyed 
“all castings and patterns of water backs and grates 
not of plaintiffs’ manufacture, upon which have been 
placed or used the said trademarks of the plaintiffs.” 

The suit for an injunction brought by. Isaac A. 
Sheppard & Co. was the first result of an agreement 
among the stove manufacturers of Pennsylvania to 
take action against the outside stove repair: manufac- 
turers, in order to protect their rights as original mak- 
ers. Complaints had arisen in the trade that the 
repairs furnished by these “outside” makers often do 
not give satisfaction as repairs for the stoves they pur- 
port to fit. The case against McCaffrey & Farley 
Compaay was therefore brought as a test case and 
under the decree of Judge Staake not only the “out- 
side” manufacturer of repairs protected by the trade- 
mark of the plaintiff company but any party offering 
such goods for sale becomes liable for damages. 
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W. M. PRATT ON FORBIGN TRADE. 








One of the delegates to the Foreign Trade Con- 
vention recently held in Washington was Mr. W. M. 
Pratt of Goodell-Pratt Company, Greenfield, Mass. 
Since the convention Mr. Pratt has expressed his 
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views upon its objects to “American Industries” as 
follows: 

“I believe that the National Convention for the Ex- 
tension of Our Foreign Commerce, recently held in the city 
of Washington, will mark an epoch in American history. 
I do not believe that there was ever gathered together a 
more distinguished and representative body of American 
citizens from every class of commercial pursuit, and the 
almost unanimity of opinion as there expressed, bearing 
upon the necessity of our country as a country adopting a 
more liberal commercial policy in its dealings with foreign 
nations, must be considered as conclusive evidence that the 
business interests of the United States have awakened at 
last, and awakened to the value of the vast foreign com- 
merce, some of which is ours already, more of which might 
be were we willing to meet other nations of the world half 
way. 

“The President of the United States, on the occasion 
of a banquet given at the close of this convention, made 
the statement in connection with the discussion of the 
general policy of our government that we should not ex- 
pect courtesies from other nations which we were unwill- 
ing to extend to them; and while it might not have been 
his intention to make this statement as applying to com- 
mercial treaties and with the view to its bearing upon com- 
mercial relations between different countries, it has as vital 
a bearing upon commercial affairs as it could possibly have 
upon state affairs. And those of us who have made a 
study of the export situation and who have built up by 
hard work an export trade, know the necessity of gov- 
ernmental action in order that our efforts to capture the 
markets of the world may meet with some measure of 
success, which can never be possible without this govern- 
mental action. 

“The farming interests of this country as well as other 
branches’ of our commercial life, are becoming aroused; 
they are tired of seeing certain other favored interests in 
this country prosper and grow rich at the expense of the 
masses; and one of these days they will rise up and de- 
mand that the tariff laws of our country be framed with a 
view to giving the whole American people a square deal; 
a tariff ample to protect American labor; one which will 
supply all needed revenues for the carrying on of our gov- 
ernment, and nothing more. 

“Under such a tariff we could go to the nations of the 
world and secure from them a similar courtesy, and having 
removed the prejudice against us, our merchants and manu- 
facturers can go into the markets of the world with some 
chance of success. Under our present policy of exclusive- 
ness, and with a tariff framed entirely and wholly for our- 
selves, we must not expect the governments of the world 
will look with any great favor upon any plan having in mind 
the extension of their commercial relat:ons wtih us. 

“Reciprocity, which means the mutual exchange of rights 
and privileges, is the foundation of all commercial life. It 
is this spirit which has developed and built up our coun 
try at home, and if we are to go abroad and anticipate a 
similar success, let us see to it that the spirit of reciprocity 
is inculcated into our governmental policy, not only within 
the confines of our territory at home, but among all other 
civilized nations as well.”

TUESDAY AFTERNOON, FEBRUARY 19, 1907. 


The first business session of the Iowa Retail Hard- 
ware Association was called to order at 2:00 o’clock 
p. m, at the Central Church of Christ by the president, 
H. S. Vincent of Fort Dodge. 

An address of welcome was given by Mr. Lucius 
Wilson, secretary of the Greater Des Moines Com- 
mittee, who lauded the state of Iowa and said Chicago 
and St. Louis have depended in a large measure upon 
the trade of that state to make them great jobbing cen- 
ters. He bade the hardware dealers of the state a 
hearty welcome to Des Moines. 

President Vincent’s Response. 

President H. S. Vincent responded to the address of 

welcome as follows: 


In behalf of the Hardware Dealers’ Association, I take 
this opportunity to thank you for the address of welcome 
which you have given us. We like Des Moines and we come 
here once a year and some of us come oftener. Some things 
about Des Moines we would like to change and I presume that 
there are soine things about us that Des Moines would like 
to change, but I would like to make a suggestion to Greater 
Des Moines, coming here as we do. If you could offer us 
an auditorium where we could have our exhibits and meet- 
ings all together it would certainly help out the Hardware 
Association. If you will pardon the suggestion from me on 
behalf of the Hardware Association, we would be glad to 
see an auditorium here in the city that could be used for just 
such conventions as we have. It would be a good thing for 
the city and a good thing for the Association,

**Window Displays.’’ 
Mr. E. H. Simmons opened a discussion on “Win- 
dow Displays” with an able paper on the subject. 
Mr. Sobolik of Cresco asked if there was anyone 
who could tell him how to keep the frost off his win- 
dows during the winter. 


Mr. Hurts of Des Moines explained that he had a 
double window with two registers from the outside at 
the lower part of the window and then holes bored 
above the window. In that way he brought the air in 
from outside and had a good circulation and there was 
no condensation on the window. 


Another member suggested the electric fan to keep 
the air in circulation and thus prevent the frost ap- 
pearing on the window. 


Mr. Barbour suggested the plan of a gas jet to 
keep the frost from the window, but stated that as 
soon as the gas was turned off, the frost would re- 
appear. 


Paul C. De Vol on ‘‘Inventory.”’ - 


Mr. Paul C. DeVol of Council Bluffs was introduced 
and spoke on the subject, “Inventory—How to Take.” 


Mr. Bourne of Grundy Center stated that he had 
invoiced the same stock of goods for over thirty-two 
years. He said that an accurate invoice should be 
taken, that you should not guess, but put everything 
down on paper:and figure the invoices over and then 
copy them into an invoice book, and then they should 
be saved. 


Mr. L. C. Abbott of Marshalltown ‘stated that he 
had invoiced his stock for twenty-seven years. 


Mr. Currie of Mason City: An invoice must be 
taken every year or you never know where you are at 
Last year I thought we had had a splendid year, but 
when we came to invoice the stock invoiced much less 
than we had anticipated. I had been right with the 
stock all the time, had been doing the buying, etc., and 
felt that I was familiar with the stock, but you cannot 
guess at these things. 

Mr. Woodruff of Knoxville: I have invoiced the 
same stock for over forty years. That is saying a 
great deal, but it is true. I bought a stock of hard- 
ware forty-one years ago, and I don’t know but what 
some of it is left yet. I regard an invoice as essential 
to a successful business. 

Mr. Barbour requested that a standing vote be taken 
of all those who made invoices each year and finished 
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them up, which was done. A vote was also taken of 
those who did not do so. 

\Mr. A. L. Ebersole of Lynn Grove stated that one 
element that entered into the invoice was the fact that 
vou wanted to buy what was going well and not stock 
up on something that was not taking, and that the only 
way you could find this out was by taking an invoice. 

Mr. Barbour said that if for no other reason an 
invoice should be taken as a safeguard for insurance ; 
that you could not get your claim adjusted with- 
out it. 

Mr. DeVol said that his firm always kept their in- 
voices for three years back in the safe at all times. 

Mr. Abbott said a firm should carry 80 per cent 
of the value of its stock in insurance, and if you did 
not have an invoice how were you to know this? 

Several other members participated in the discus- 
sion and the meeting then adjourned. 


WEDNESDAY, FEBRUARY 20. 





The meeting was called to order at 2 p. m. by the 


president, H. S. Vincent, after which the president : 


read his annual address. He said: 


It is with great pleasure that I greet you at this the ninth 
annual convention of the Iowa Retail Hardware Association. 
Those of you who have attended the conventions commencing 
with the first, where we had hard work getting a hundred 
people together to get the favor of return fare from the rail- 
road companies, and who have attended each convention since 
that time, can share with me the pleasure of seeing the in- 
creased attendance at each of. our meetings and I am more 
than pleased to have this, the last convention with which I 
will be connected in an official way, such a success. I will 
take the opportunity at this time to thank each and every 
member of our association for the earnest and loyal support 
you have always given me. It has made my work easier and 
I assure you that it has been a great pleasure to me to work 
with as enthusiastic a following as we have here. 

In coming to these conventions and meeting your com- 
petitor here, you find that he is much the same kind of a man 
that you are. He is in the hardware business to make money, 
and you should be for the same purpose. Anything that you 
can do to further that aim should be done and you should 
act with him in all matters tending to the building up of the 
hardware business to the place that it is entitled to in the 
mercantile world of to-day. 

Whenever I go home from one of our conventions I am 
more proud of the fact that I am a hardware man. The 
hardware business and the hardware men can be compared 
with any other line of business and with any other class of 
business men without any fear of the result from the hard- 
ware standpoint. «In picking out the leading business men of 
any city in the state, I think I can safely say that you will 
find the hardware men, in each and every instance, close to the 
top of the list. They have to be. The hardware business 
cannot be learned in a day and I think my young friends, 
Mr. Bourne and Mr. Woodruff, will agree with me that they 
have not learned it all even if they have been in this business, 
one of them 32 years and the other 41 years in the same 
place. 

Our association work has progressed during the last year 
in a very satisfactory way. Our membership has increased 
very materially and the point that I like most about it is that 
it seems to be the general idea that once a member always 
a member, and we have very few withdrawals. Our very 
efficient secretary, Mr. Sale, has been untiring in his efforts 
to promote the welfare of the association. 

The insurance feature of our association work has been 
of the greatest assistance to us in obtaining new members 
and retaining those that we have. 

The exhibit feature of our convention is one to which 
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your officers and directors have given a great deal of thought 
and attention, but I think the results have repaid us for our 
labors and the goods shown and the way they are shown in 
the Shriners’ Temple are worthy of your utmost considera- 
tion. The manufacturers and jobbers who are exhibiting 
with us certainly have done all they can to help us make our 
convention a success and I hope that you will all reciprocate 
and do what you can to make the exhibit a success from their 
point of view. 

I wish in the name of the association to tender the thanks 
of the association to the Des Moines Hardware Club and 
to say that we are very grateful to them for all they have 
done for us. 

In closing my six years’ connection with this association 
in an official way, I wish to thank each and all of you for 
the help you have given me during this time, and I wish to 
bespeak from you for my successor the same true, loyal sup- 
port that you have always given me. 


Greetings from Ohio. 

Secretary A. R. Sale read a telegram of greeting 
from the Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Association, signed 
Frank A. Bare. It was moved and resolved that this 
telegram be acknowledged and one sent in return. 
Mr. Lindenberg was appointed a committee of one 
to see that the telegram was sent. 

Secretary-Treasurer A. R. Sale then read his an- 
nual report. 

The Bulk Sale Bill. 

Mr. Schmidt of Marshalltown was asked to bring 
before the convention the matter of the Bulk Sale 
bill, which is now before the Iowa legislature. He 
stated that he was not posted well enough to do so 
and asked that Mr. Brown explain it a little better. 

Mr. Brown explained the provisions of the bill, as 
affording protection to honest dealers. He urged the 
passage of a resolution endorsing the bill. 

Mr. Cutler of Waterloo said: There are a great 
many real estate dealers that seem to ply their occu- 
pation here in Iowa very successfully and who have 
been driven into Iowa by the passage of similar laws 
in their own states. Sales have been made where 
merchants were not very successful and stock would 
be taken at a lump price and they would receive land 
in consideration and usually the man who sells does 
not receive anything except possibly an equity in 
land. Usually the stock is placed on the market at 
cut prices and works injury to legitimate dealers as 
well as to the bankers. This bill is intended simply to 
compel a seller to give five days’ notice to 
his creditors before the sale of his commodity. 
It does not work injury in any way to the honorable 
dealer or to the hcnest, legitimate sale or transfer of 
a stock. It does not work injury to anyone except the 
land shark and the dishonest dealer. 

It was moved and resolved that a committee of 
three be appointed to draft a resolution in favoi of the 
bill. 

A paper on “Business Men in Local Politics” was 
read by L. C. Abbot of Marshalltown. 

‘*Stoves and Stove Display.’’ 

A paper on “Stoves and Stove Display” was read 
by Frank Currie of Mason City, and followed by an 
active discussion, participated in by Theodore Peter- 
son of Council Bluffs, Mr. Hamilton of Grand Junc- 
tion, J. F. Ris of Dubuque, Mr. Hall of Ottumwa, 
Mr. Sobolik of Cresco, Mr. Crary of Boone, Mr. Blu- 
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ford Chambliss, Mr. Baumgardner of Dubuque, Mr. 
Shinn of Mayville, Mr. Linn of Clinton, Mr. Thomas 
of Kent, Mr. G. W. Hook, and others. The debate 
brought out a large variety of opinions as to the ad- 
visability of holding cooking demonstrations, the use 
of platforms for exhibiting stoves, etc. 

CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 

H. A. Cole discussed the question of catalogue house 
competition in stoves. He said: I want to speak 
about the catalogue house competition. Do not let 
this proposition worry you. Seed sowing has been 
going on in the catalogue stove business for five or 
six years and they are just beginning to reap the 
harvest. If you gentlemen can get sample lines at the 
lot price, get them. Remember, make yourselves 
stove experts and you will get along all right.. A man 
in Toledo was made special committee to go down 
and pass on the amount of damages that one of the 
big catalogue houses had suffered from stove break- 
age. They are reaping the harvest that they have 
been sowing in the range business, and people are 
finding out that this is not the place to buy: their 
stoves. They have their warehouses full of stoves 
that have been returned to them, and this stove manu- 
facturer stated that their claim against the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company for broken stoves and dam- 
ages was more than three times as much as the total 
freight amounted to on the goods that they had 
shipped. 

The debate was continued by‘ J. C. Bourne, Mr. 
Abbot of Marshalltown, C. H. Thomas of Kent, H. N. 
Duncan of Albia, and others, and the session then 
adjourned, 





THURSDAY AFTERNOON, FEBRUARY 21. 





The meeting was called to order at 2 p. m. by Presi- 
dent H. S. Vincent. 

Mr. E. M. Bush, president of the National Retail 
Hardware Association, was reported unable to be 
present and Mr. S. R. Miles on his behalf extended 
his greetings to the Iowa association and wished the 
delegates the most successful meeting in their history. 

Mr. Abbot of Marshalltown then read Mr. Bush’s 
address. 

Secretary Sale read an address on the subject of 
“Window Dressing” by the Hardy Hardware Com- 
pany of Portland, Oregon. He then read a telegram 
of greeting from the Indiana association in session at 
Indianapolis, and another from the Connecticut asso- 
ciation, sent by Jas. D. Phelphes. 

It was moved by Mr. Lindenberg and resolved that 
the receipt of these telegrams be acknowledged. 

Address by Daniel Stern. 

Mr. Daniel Stern, editor of THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, was then called upon, and made the follow- 
ing remarks: “It has been my pleasure for nine years 
to greet you in your annual meetings and it is indeed 
a pleasure to congratulate you upon the growth, not 
only of your own association, but also of the associa- 
tion movement in other states. It is with great pleas- 
ure that I most heartily congratulate the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Association upon the growth which they 
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have made in the past year. Your association |i,5 
weathered the storms of its infancy. You have had 
a few experiences and you have all benefited by the 
lessons of the past, and there is no doubt that, with 
the co-operation of the-associations in other states, 
all that you have attempted to accomplish will be 
accomplished. I did not expect to be called upon to 
address you to-day, but I cannot help but comment 
upon the address of Mr. Bush. your national president, 
who has informed you that the differences which 
occurred between the National association and some 
of its officials and myself have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed, and let us hope that the agreements made maj 
be permanent and that harmony may prevail.” 


The President: I think I can say in behalf of the 
association as a whole that we thank Mr. Stern for 
the address that he has given and I think that I can 
say for you that the relations that were broken and 
are now renewed between him and the National asso- 
ciation we hope: will never be broken’ again. 


The Insurance Business. 


The president then requested Mr. S. R. Miles, 
Mason City, to take the chair on account of his 
familiarity with the insurance business. Addresses 
were made by Mr. Miles, Secretary J. Frank Barr of 
the Nebraska Hardware Mutua! Association, and 
others, and Secretary A. R. Sale then read his annual 
insurance report, which was followed by a lengthy 
discussion on the subject of mutual hardware insur- 
ance, 


Mr. Beaver: About three years ago when | first 
took out a policy in the Mutual, I was holding a 
policy in two old line companies. During the sum- 
mer a gentleman inspected my place, and when I came 
to renew the policy in one of the old line companies 
I found that the rate had been raised one per cent. 
I canceled the policy and run with only one policy) 
in. the other company. At that time I had $1,000 in 
the Mutual. When I tried to renew the policy that 
had expired in the other company, found the same 
conditions, and since that I have carried my policy 
up to the limit in the Mutual. This made a differ- 
ence to me on the policy question of about $45 per 
year on what the other companies raised me. 


Mr. Barr of Lincoln, Neb.: With reference to the 
adjustment of losses and the rates that are made, not 
over three weeks ago we had a total loss of $1,000 
and an old line company had $2,000 on the same risk. 
Stock invoiced in the neighborhood of $4,500, and a 
fire occurred, etc., and the adjustment was made b) 
myself and the old line agent on Thursday. We paid 
our loss*on Saturday and the old line company, after 
dallying around, cut the loss down to barely ove! 
the total insurance and in addition to that did not 
want to pay unless they waited sixty days and took 
two per cent off for cash. We paid our loss withou! 
any deduction. I do not know whether the old lin 
company has paid yet or not. 

The debate was continued by Mr. Bolinger, Secr: 
tary C. A. Peck of the Wisconsin association, S. k 
Miles, Mr. Chapman, Mr. Currie and others, and th« 
session then adjourned.

indiana Hardware Dealers’ 
Convention and Show 





The sixth annual convention of the Indiana Re- 
tail Hardware Association was held at Indianap- 
olis Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, February 19, 
29 and 21. There was a large attendance of members 
and visitors. 

The sessions of the convention were held at the Den- 
ison Hotel and an exhibition of hardware staples and 
novelties was given by manufacturers and jobbers in 
Tomlinson Hall, Every nook and corner of the hall 
was filled with exhibits when the association opened 
its program at 9 o’clock Tuesday. Never before in 
the history of the organization have the displays of 
goods and the manner in which they were shown 
equaled the showing made at this meeting. 

The displays of nearly one hundred exhibitors cqn- 
verted the big auditorium into a machinery hall. rom 
the floor to the second gallery the exhibit stalls were 
set up until there was hardly room for passage between 
them. The exhibits presented a varied sight. Fur- 
naces, stoves, paints, cutlery and all the goods usually 
found in a hardware store had a place and formed a 
bewildering combination. 

Several booths were of particular interest. The Sim- 
mons Hardware Company of St. Louis had an im- 
mense booth on the main floor, brilliantly lighted with 
electric bulbs and presenting a formidable array of 
goods, ranging from pocket knives to axes. An In- 
dianapolis company had a booth which occupied the 
entire rear stall in the first balcony. The exhibit was 
furnished with scenery painted especially for the dis- 
play, in front of which wax men demonstrated the use 
of saws. Another company, also of Indianapolis, in- 
troduced a feature by employing a special stenog- 
rapher to take the dictation of visitors. 

One of the most unique exhibits was that made by 
the Oneida Community of Oneida, New York, scores 
of steel traps used for catching wild animals being 
shown. Notable among these was a specially designed 
wolf trap, made along the patterns suggested by the 
noted author of books on animal life, Ernest Thomp- 
son-Seton. 

Souvenirs a-plenty were distributed, many of them 
being of a valuable and useful character. 

Tuesday morning the exhibitors and their friends 
made a tour of the hall preliminary to the opening to 
the general public. During this time the badges and 
tickets were distributed to members of the association 
and a number of new members was received into the 
organization. 

At 1 o'clock promptly the exhibit closed and an open 
session of the members of the society was held at the 
Denison Hotel. On the second floor of that hostelry 
the ordinary was thrown open to the association, and 
during the afternoon until after 4 o’clock addresses 
were made by members on subjects of varying impor- 
tance, 


Welcomed by President Frame. 

The regular program, arranged several months ago, 
was changed to meet several unforeseen conditions. 
The address of welcome was made by the president, 
C. B. Frame of North Manchester. Following his 
speech “America” was sung by all of the members. 

A talk on insurance in Wisconsin was then made 
by H. L. McNamara of Janesville, Wis. Charles F. 
Shadner of St. Cloud, Minn., talked on the interests of 
the associations in the Northwest and S. R. Miles of 
Mason City, Ia., delivered an address on hardware 
mutual insurance in his state. 

An address on “Association Problems” was made by 
E. M. Bush, president of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association, and the session ended with the re- 
port of Fred Bartholomew, delegate to the national 
convention last year. 

Smoker at the Denison. 

The Indiana University Glee Club furnished _ the 
program at a smoker given by the association at the 
Denison Hotel Wednesday night. In a special pro- 
gram of light music, readings and sketches the club 
showed itself to be one of the strongest musical or- 
ganizations the State University has ever turned out.

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WINDOW DISPLAYS. 





BY E. H. SIMMONS.* 

The retail man is the one who has the hardest time, 
because he has to deal with the consumers and a great 
many of them are not business people. Our proposi- 
tion as jobbers is comparatively simple, as we deal 
with business men, 

Window dressing is one very good form of advertis- 
ing. The one great thing in advertising is KEEPING 
YOUR GOODS BEFORE THE PUBLIC, and window dressing 
:s one of the best ways to do it. 

Good advertising is keeping your name before the 
public and your goods before the public in the right 
way. Let the public know that you are in business. 
Let the public know what kind of goods you carry. 
They do not all know it. Even if they do, they some- 
times forget you are in business (especially when they 
owe you money). 

One of the main things in dressing your windows is 
simplicity. It likewise is a necessity in small towns 
or in small stores. The main thing in merchandising 
is to GET THE PEOPLE INTO THE STORE, and how to do 
this is a question. Window display helps toward that 
end. 

If you are showing kitchen goods, don’t show any- 
thing else; if cutlery, don’t mix in tools or enameled 
ware. Better divide your window in three or four 
parts and have each distinctive. If you mix the dif- 
ferent lines, you mix up the mind of the observer. 

A limited stock of goods does not permit one to 
put many articles of the same kind in a show window. 
A photograph that I have of a display window shows 
that fourteen hand saws were used. 

MONOTONY TO BE AVOIDED. 

Modern methods adopted by the intelligent buyer 
who buys in “small quantities and often,” do not per- 
mit this kind of decoration and it is not necessary. I 
wrote the party who supplied this photograph, out of 
curiosity, and found he had used his entire stock of 
hand saws, instead of using three or four hand saws 
and a few other kinds which would have made a sat- 
isfactory substitute. 

In the windows we decorate we try to put only a few 
articles of a kind in each window. 

Another photograph sent out as a suggestion to re- 
tail merchants on window display, showed a border of 
thirty-six pudding pans all alike. The average up-to- 
date dealer, especially in the smaller places, cannot af- 
ford to have this many of one article at any one time. 
Just as satisfactory a window could have been gotten 
up with a few each of eight or ten different sizes or 
different articles. 

The location of your store has much to do with re- 
sults from window dressing. If you are on the main 
street, then you have a good start, but if your store is 
not located well, then you must do something to bring 
the people to your location. 

Paint the front of your store red, or blue, or in some 
other way attract attention. There are lots of things

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that you can do to bring the people to you if you are 
not on the main thoroughfare. 

Have good hitching posts for the farmers, a water- 
ing trough or something of that kind. A good side- 
walk will help to bring people to your store, and if 
it is out of the main line of travel, it may be necessary 
and profitable to even help your neighbor build his 
sidewalk if he is between you and the main street. 
There is-an organization of merchants in a small town 
in Missouri helping to build roads and bridges lead- 
ing into their place. They feel the necessity of doing 
it to bring the people to their town. In the same way, 
it is necessary for you to make it easy for the observer 
to reach your store if you want him to look at your 
show window. 

Call attention to your location, no matter where it 
is, by a good, big sign in the daytime and if possible 
by plenty of light at night. 

ATTRACT AND HOLD ATTENTION. 


After you get the people to your store, you should 
have something to aTrRact their attention to the win- 
dow. Have one good-sized sign in your show window 
that they can read at a glance. Take the signs such 
as “You Need a Biscuit,” “Heinz’s Fifty-Seven Vari- 
eties,” etc. You cannot help reading them at a glance. 

Next, have something in the window to HoLp their 
attention, after you have attracted them by your large 
sign. 

The lighting of a show window is an important con- 
sideration. At night don’t throw the lights in the eyes 
of the people, but rather throw them on the goods 
themselves. It is the goods you want to show up, not 
the people. 

Windows well dressed appeal to the eye the same 
as a well-dressed woman. The easiest and the most 
permanent way to appeal to the public is through the 
eye. The large number of illustrated papers and mag- 
azines bear out this fact. 

Now, assuming that you have attracted their atten- 
tion and they have stopped to look into your window 
and are held by the general attractiveness of it, you 
are up to the most important thing and the thing that 
a good show window helps to do, that is: 

To get the people into the store. 

It is little trouble to sell them after they get in, be- 
cause I believe every merchant here has the ability to 
clinch a sale if he can only get them in. 

Don’t forget to have something in your window to 
interest the women and children. Some day the chil- 
dren will be men and women and the impressions made 
in childhood are much more lasting than at any other 
time in life. Impress them through your show win- 
dows and by your attention in the store that it is the 
proper place to buy goods. 

It has been stated that eighty per cent of the mer- 
chandise bought in stores is purchased by women, so 
in the show window you must have something to at- 
tract them. You may say that the above fact is not 
so either in hardware stores in general or in your par- 
ticular location, but if it is even nearly so as a general 
proposition, that women form a great majority of the 
buying class, then at Icast cater to the majority. 
Have numerous small signs in your show window 
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for people to read. Tell them about the goods in your 
window. The average person who stops, interested 
by some article, wants to know more about it. These 
little cards or signs are very cheap salesmen. They 
draw no salary, are easy to make, and make many a 
sale by telling the party about the article shown, 

Do not start in to dress your window without first 
having some definite idea of what you are going to 
do. Decide upon the general plan, a definite line of 
goods, and as far as possible, the articles in that line 
to be actually used. Limit yourself as far as possible 
to one line of goods, such as tools or cutlery, or some 
one class of goods such as those used in the kitchen, 
etc. 

If you want to show up a new stove or range, stick 
to stove goods, don’t mix them. If it be farm imple- 
ments, stick to that. If cutlery, stick to pocket knives, 
razors, shears, etc. 

An interesting way to get a line on or test your win- 
dow, is to go outside and count the exact number of 
people who pass your store on the sidewalk in a cer- 
tain time, say ten minutes in the busiest time of a busy 
day. 

Note the number that go by. 

Note-the number that only glance at your window. 

Note the number that hesitate in front of your win- 
dow. 

Note the number that actually stop and are sufh- 
ciently interested to look in. 

Note the number that actually go into your store 
after looking into the window. 

EFFECT OF BARGAIN SALES. 

I believe there are members here who have brought 
a great many people into their store by bargain sales. 
Some people do not believe in this sort of thing, but 
these are strenuous times and it is necessary to do 
something along this line to convince the people, to 
“get the people into the store.” 

I believe in “leaders” for the average hardware 
store. If you will put them in your show window, it 
will attract people and bring them into your store. 
Most any jobber is in a position to help you on a thing 
of this kind. 

We all want something for nothing. If you can 
convince the people, either through your show win- 
dows or otherwise, that they are getting “THE MOST 
FOR THEIR MONEY” from you, you will get the busi- 
ness ; they will come into your store. 

Many merchants give too much of their time to the 
buying part of the business, when the most money is 
to be made in the selling line, in which window dis- 
play or other judicious advertising plays an important 
part. 

Nothing that you can do will add more to your profit 
account than the study of human nature in the selling 
end of your business, than the working up of business 
on goods of quality, which are goods of profit, for is 
it not so in the eyes of a purchaser that 

“The recollection of quality remains long after the 
price is forgotten”? 

In our own retail business, which we conducted for 
many years in St. Louis, we found there was a great 
deal of human nature in the buying public. One case I 
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remember where we marked a lot of “sample” ha», 
bags “$1.00, formerly $2.00.” <A lady came in 4,) 
bought two of them. She had no earthly use for }):;; 
one, She couldn’t resist buying two, because as ;)) 
said, “They were so cheap.” She spent just as mu 
money as if she had -only bought the one at $2.00. 

We had a good illustration in a guaranteed refriv- 
erator which we advertised at $4.25. People came into 
the store with the advertisement in their hand and a 
great many of them bought, but not the $4.25 refrig- 
erator. They said it was too small and looked at 
something larger. In one instance, a sale was made 
that day to a person who referred to the advertisement 
of a refrigerator that sold for $60.00. 

We also had a baby carriage advertised at $4.00. 
That day we sold only three of those carriages, but 
sold twenty-two ranging from $6.50 to $40.00 each. 
The advertising accomplished the “Bringing of the 
people into the Store.” 

Don’t forget that the people like to read prices. 
Price tags on goods in your display window help bring 
them in, which is, no doubt, the origin of the old ex- 
pression, “a picture and a price,” “a price and a pic- 
ture.” 

The window is the picture and the price tag on the 
goods completes the impression. 

KEEPING UP WITH THE TIMES. 

Keep your store up-to-date. Keep your show win- 
dow up-to-date, by buying new articles; get a few of 
them, put them in your show window and see how 
they take with your trade. 

Bulletins of current events, weather bulletins, or 
reading matter of that kind stuck up against your show 
window attracts attention. Suitable pictures of differ- 
ent kinds can be taken from different publications, such 
as illustrated weekly and monthly magazines. Good 
farm papers or leading agricultural journals also offer 
illustrations or-small pieces of reading matter that will 
arrest the attention of those passing by and attract at- 
tention to your store and your store window. 

Dress your windows according to the seasons. 
Watch for special days, such as Washington’s birth- 
day, Valentine’s day, Christmas, etc. 

Outside of the goods in your own store, very little 
expense is necessary. Get a set of rubber stamp al- 
phabets, of two or three different sizes. They are in- 
expensive and with a little cardboard or stiff paper you 
can make all your own signs and price cards. 

It is an old expression that “goods well bought are 
half sold.” Isn’t it so that you have to spend even 
more thought and time, brains and ability, in selling 
your goods at a profit? Ability to sell commands a 
higher price than ability to buy. 

In displaying your goods in the window, have each 
article DOING SOMETHING. Have some chips alongside 
of your hatchet ; have a board with shavings just taken 
from it by your plane. Have an auger bit half wa) 
through a plank. Articles doing something will attract 
ten times as much attention as they will alone. 

If there is one thing more than another that wi!! 
attract attention in a show window it is MOTION. 

If you have not power or machinery to run moving 
articles, then get some small mechanical toy. Hav: 
some motion or life in your window. Motion is life.

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PITKIN PAINTS DIRECT TO DEALERS. 








Under a policy of recent adoption Geo. W. Pitkin 
Company, of Chicago, now sell their ready-mixed 
paints direct to dealers and not through jobbers, as 
was formerly their practice.

In any case you 
have ordered that particular thing because you wished it and 
nothing else, and when the jobber sends you, without notice, 
that which he thinks is just as good it is positively useless to 
you, and even though you return the goods, stating that it is 
impossible for you to use anything but what you ordered, you 
have a most annoying delay until the right goods arrive or 
you are notified that the house is unable to ship them to you. 

“When a wholesale house ships you what you did not 
order they are virtually saying that you are obliged to buy 
of them whether they have what you can sell or not. 

“When buying paint direct from the maker you are prac- 
tically insured against the possibility of substitution. It is 
out of the question for him to send you other brands than 
what he makes himself. The manufacturer carries so large 
a stock at all times that there is scarcely ever an occasion for 
his even wanting to substitute one color for another, and fur- 
thermore, the manufacturer is interested in all of his products 
equally and is therefore anxious to fill the dealer’s order 
exactly as sent in.”

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A TIN ROOFER’S REMINISCENCES. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

During my experience as a tin roofer and foreman 
of sheet-metal works the sizes of tin plate for roofing 
were IOxI4, 14x20 and 20x28, charcoal bright tin or 
terne plate either IC or IX. There was no brand 
stamped on the tin plate. The word “charcoal” 
stamped on the box denoted the quality of the tin 
plate. The gauge was indicated by the characters 
IC or IX. A box of 10x14 contained 225 sheets, a 
box of 14x20 contained 112 sheets, a box of 20x28 
contained 112 sheets. The size 10x14 was used for 
flat lock only. The size 14x20 was used for both flat 
lock and standing seam roofing. The size 20x28 was 
used for standing seam only.. The bright charcoal tin 
plate was also used for articles of manufacture. The 
amount of coating contained in a box of tin was not 
stated. The specifications specified the quality, size 
of sheets, and gauge—bright or terne—required to 
make a first-class job, in a workmanlike manner. No 
brand was specified. 

In some cases the proprietor of the shops was also 
the foreman, and being familiar with the working 
qualities of the various brands of tin plate, selected 
the brand of plate which in his judgment would best 
comply with the required specifications. 

STANDING SEAM ROOFING. 

Standing seam tin was prepared in rolls twenty 
inches wide, all cross-seams, single-locked and _ sol- 
dered. The rolls were all prepared in the shops, the 
under side of the roll being painted with mineral paint. 
The number of sheets in a roll was thirty-three 14x20 
size or seventeen 20x28 size. Then every two rolls 
were ample tin to cover a square of tin roofing. 

“Standing seam” roofing tin was secured to the 
sheathing by means of tin cleats, about one inch wide, 
made of the same material as the roof covering. One 
cleat was placed directly above the cross seams, on each 
roll, and one additional cleat midway between the 
cross-seams, when 14x20 tin was used, thus making 
the space between any two cleats about six and one- 
half inches. When 20x28 tin was used for roofing, 
four cleats were used in each sheet, making the space 
between any two cleats about nine inches. There 
was no fixed rule governing the number of cleats to 
be placed in a sheet. I have stated the minimum. 
Sometimes extra cleats were required to secure the 
tin properly to the sheathing. One inch barrel nails 
were used to fasten the cleats, two nails in each cleat. 
The cleat was not turned over the nail heads. 


CHARCOAL TIN ALWAYS SPECIFIED. 
There was no question about the quality of the tin 
to be used as a roof covering. Charcoal tin was al- 
ways specified. The size of the sheets and the use 
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of paper under the tin before being laid was a matter 
of opinion. In the city of St. Louis, where I learned 
the tinner’s trade, the “Iron Mountain” ore ground 
in oil, which was furnished in paste form by a local 


firm, was used in painting the tin. A mineral paint 


furnished by an eastern firm was also used. This 
firm is still in the business. 

The gutter linings and the valleys were of the same 
material as the roof covering. When the “mansard” 
roofs came into style, the gutter linings were made 
of 12-lb. or 14-lb. soft copper, the tops of dormers 
were covered with tin, also the flat deck on the top 
of roof. All copper gutter linings were double-locked 
at the cross-seams, not soldered. The copper lining 
was soldered at all mitre corners. The mansard roof 
was covered with slate. 

A PRACTICAL KINK. 

I will describe how to tin the copper, so as to 
solder the mitre joints, with rosin. Having cut the 
mitre joint on a roll of copper, tin the under lap at the 
mitre cut, about two inches wide. Tin the mitre joint 
of the upper roll both on the upper and lower sides, 
about an inch wide. To remave the acid used in the 
tinning process, place rosin on the tinned copper, ap- 
ply the hot soldering iron, wipe off the surplus solder 
with a clean cloth, then when the copper lining is 
fitted in place you can solder the joint with rosin. You 
can solder tin roofing to a copper valley by the same 
process, thus preventing rusting of the tin, and dis- 
posing of the galvanic action between two different 
metals. 

It is not advisable to use any acid in soldering tin 
roofing. 

STAMPING WEIGHT OF TIN. 

As to the present agitation about tin as a roof cov- 
ering, any material to be used in building construction 
always depends on public demand. Let the manu- 
facturers provide tin equal in quality to the old 
“Welsh” tin plate, then the roofer will lay the tin and 
do a first-class job. I have noticed the advertised tin 
plates, with a brand as a guarantee. The advertised 
roof covering is all “Terne” plate, 20x28 in size, with 
varying amounts of tin coating to each box. I do not 
approve of the stamp on a sheet of tin, nor do I see the 
necessity of making so many kinds from which to 
make a selection for a roof covering.

STOVE PIPES AND CHIMNEY SIZES. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In the Tinshop department of your issue of Feb. 
gth I notice inquiries by H. F. Wilson, of Henderson, 
Iowa, as follows: 

“What is the best size chimney for a 6-inch stove 
pipe?” 

“What is the best size chimney for a 7-inch stove 
pipe ?” 

“Is there any danger of getting the chimney too 





large to give good service?” 

I also notice that Mr. Wilson says he would be glad 
to have these questions answered scientifically. 

While I do not feel that I can give you any fixed 
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I will endeavor to give the result of my own experi- 
ence and observation, to the best of my ability. 

The height of a chimney, the number of pipes to be 
connected to it, and the location and surroundings, 
are all factors in its serviceability and may well be 
considered in determining the required size. 

Taking the first question literally, the size required 
is for a chimney for one 6-inch pipe. And I would 
say that if it is to be a short or medium height chim- 
ney, it ought not to be smaller.than 64 square inches 
in sectional area, preferably 8 x 8 inches square. While 
this is more than double the area of a 6-inch: pipe, still 
it is none too large for best results. Because, first, 
there is much more friction in a rough brick chimney, 
which must be overcome by an increase of area, and 
second, there is an accumulation of soot for which it 
is well to provide some room, especially if soft coal is 
to be the fuel used. Yet what is called a five-brick 
chimney is often used for 6-inch pipe, and often works 
very satisfactorily. A five brick is 4 x 8 inches inside, 
and is a little larger in area than the pipe. And if 
the chimney is a pretty high one, and there are no 
trees or high buildings near, it will work pretty well 
until partially filled with soot. 

The size mentioned, 8 x 8 inches, is usually sufficient 
also for one 7-inch pipe, provided the conditions are 
all favorable, but I would much prefer 8 x 12, although 
this size will usually work well with two pipes con- 
nected, and sometimes with three. 

It seems to me that a very large percentage of 
chimneys are not giving good satisfaction until fixed 
by the tinner, and in a great many instances the gal- 
vanized iron pipe put on by the tinner causes the chim- 
ney to draw by adding to the height (the higher the 
chimney the better the draft), while if the chimney had 
been built large enough in the first place, it would 
not have needed the additional height. This is not al- 
ways the case, but I have known many instances of 
this kind. 

Now, in answer to the third question, “Is there any 
danger of getting the chimney too large to give good 
service?” I would say, yes, this may be done, but 
there is not so much danger of getting it too large as 
there is of getting it too small. 

When the fire is first started there is usually no draft 
in the chimney, as-it is full of cold air, which is prac- 
tically at rest, and it is necessary for the column of 
air to be warmed throughout in order to cause it to 
rise. This fact accounts for the slow starting of the 
cold-morning fire. 

Therefore, if the chimney is so large that the fire is 
unable to warm the entire column of air, the draft will 
be poor. 

A pipe or chimney should never be tapered to a 
smaller size after leaving the stove or fireplace. In 
fact, it is a good practice to increase the size a little. 
A friend once told me that it is a scientific rule to in- 
crease the size of smoke pipes or flues, at the rate of 1 
inch for every 13 feet in length, and that this applied 
to the building of chimneys as well as to making pipe. 

I should like to hear a discussion of this subject by 
the boys in general. We can all learn by the inter- 
change of ideas. Come on, boys, let us talk these

scientific rule in regard to the sizes of chimneys, yet 
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things over, and if we disagree on some points so much:

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to Mr. Wilson’s inquiry as to the best size 
chimney for a 6-inch stove pipe and 7-inch stove pipe, 
it is my opinion that if a chimney is to be built for one 
6-inch stove pipe it would give the best satisfaction if 
it were 6 inches square and for a 7-inch pipe 7 inches 
square. 

As to the scientific part of it the answer is this: 
The chimney operates on account of the difference in 
the temperature of the air inside and outside of it. 
The air inside must be at a higher temperature if it is 
to operate properly. 

Now this proves that you can get a chimney too 
large and also that it should not be much larger than 
the pipe it operates. A big chimney means a good 
draft for a big fire and means a mighty poor draft for 
a little fire. Younc Snips.

Eastern Architect and Tinplate Manufacturer Need Enlighten- 
ment on the Effect of Chemical Action on Roofing 
Metals. 

A prominent eastern architect who holds an official 
position in his state has addressed an inquiry to a !ead- 
ing manufacturer of tin plate as follows: 

“The question has arisen in connection with the work of 
this department in designing and inspecting State buildings, 
whether there is any chemical action between sheet copper 
and galvanized iron, and between sheet copper and roofing 
tin. I am informed by one roofing contractor that to put 
copper and galvanized iron together will cause the destruc- 
tion of the metal at the joint, and another roofing contractor 
advises me that no serious chemical action will take place 
unless the two metals are soldered together, but if they are 
only riveted or lapped there is no dangr. Any opinion which 
you may be able to give me on this subject will be highly 
appreciated.” 

This inquiry has been referred by the tin plate manu- 
facturer to THe. AMERICAN ARTISAN, with a request 
for the opinions of our readers on the matter to which 
the architect refers. We shall be pleased to receive 
and publish communications upon the subject. The 
practical experience of many of our readers and con- 
tributors has been such as to render their ideas upon 
this question authoritative and of general interest. We 
hope to hear from them.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 

The general demand for hardware, already noted 
as unusually heavy for this season of the year, is show- 
ing a tendency to increase. The strong demand for 
builders’ hardware, especially for finishing goods, con- 
tinues. Jobbers report a good volume of business, 
while manufacturers say that the outlook for the 
spring demand is very promising. Some small orders 
for fall delivery are noted. Under augmented sales 
and the apparent scarcity of stocks advanced prices 
are of frequent occurrence and are readily paid by 
consumers without demur. Many factories are suf- 
fering from inability to obtain raw material because 
of traffic disturbances. The railroad situation in the 
South has not been relieved and congestion continues 
unabated in that territory. 

Wire and uncut nails are firm and unchanged: Wire 
nails, car lots, $2.05 at mill; less than car lots, $2.15; 
out of store, $2.45 ; small size and brads, 85 and 10 per 
cent off from standard schedule; cut nails, car lots, 
$1.95@2.05 at mill; less than car lots, $2.20; out of 
store, $2.40. 

The situation in general hardware, especially in 
builders’ lines is very firm, and advances are daily ex- 
pected. 

The eastern trade was notified Tuesday of an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on all copper rivets and burrs. 





TIN PLATES. 

Business in tin plates continues good under a heavy 
demand for delivery during the second and third quar- 
ters at premiums of Ioc per box. Mills are working 
to their full capacity and have plenty of business 
booked ahead. Prices of raw material continue high 
and an advance in tin plate prices would not be wholly 
unexpected. The present prices stand at $4.09 for 
100-pound coke plates, f. o. b. New York and $3.90,

COPPER. | 


The recent 2c per pound advance in sheet copper 
made by the Sheet Copper Manufacturers’ Association 
is the second advance since Jan. 1 and puts sheet 
copper prices at the highest level reached since rec- 
ords have been kept. So far the continued advances 
in prices seem to have no effect on the consumption. 

The base price on sheet copper is firm and un- 
changed at 32c. Yellow metal is firm, the base price 
of dimensions being 24c. Sheathing metal is quoted at 
22c, keel and stem metal at 24c and nails at 23¢. 

Sales of ingot copper have been made in the east 
during the week on a basis of 25 cents a pound for 
Lake, deliveries to be made in July, August and Sep- 
tember. Producers seem confident there will be no 
reaction in prices in the near future. 

In the Chicago market casting copper is held at 
263%4c and Lake at 27c.

MERCHANT BARS. 


There is a decidedly stronger feeling throughout the 
market for iron bars under sales of good tonnages. 
Mills are reported making record-breaking shipments, 
but are still unable-to catch up on old orders, and 
small premiums are still being paid for prompt ship- 
ment. The bulk of the business being done is for de- 
livery during the next 60 to 90 days. Iron bars are 
quoted at $1.60, Pittsburg, or $1.76%4 Chicago, on 
large lots, and $1 on small lots. Steel bars remain 
at $1.7614, Chicago. 
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PIG IRON. 

The sentiment seems to be developing in the pig 
iron market that prices have reached the top notch and 
may be expected to decline, though the basis for such 
an expectation is slim. It is true that the average 
price of pig iron in the open market for some months 
has been above the point at which certain large con- 
sumers may, by the terms of their contracts with pro- 
ducers, decline to take tonnage, but the immense de- 
mand for steel tends to support prices in spite of the 
existence of such arrangements. 

The distant deliveries that dealers are compelled to 
give consumers are, however, having the effect of 
causing these consumers to reconsider the placing of 
large orders. There is said to be about 50 per cent of 
the output for the last half of the year still to be sold, 
and so many consumers having covered their wants 
during the last three months, there is some hesitation 
perceptible among buyers, who expect the prices to 
sag as the demand decreases. 

At present, however, prices are firmly held and with 
no relief of Southern railroad congestion in sight the 
accumulation of iron on Southern yards is scarcely a 
factor in the situation. 

The market for foreign irons is stronger, with 
$22.50 asked for Middlesborough No. 3 and all lots of 
Scotch going out at $25@25.50. 

Northern No. 2 for last half delivery is firmly held 
in the Chicago market at $23.50, while quotations for 
earlier deliveries range from $26.50 to $28.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

“With continued good business in all lines and a firming 
up of weak spots, which had been exaggerated, principal 
interest during the week has been on the part of consumers 
and shippers in getting tonnage moved on past due contracts. 
New business appeared in good volume and was, of course, 
mainly for last half delivery. It was reported that two of 
the largest Southern iron corporations are out of the market 
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up to the first of October of this year, which shows the large 
buying that has been going on up to the present time for ex- 
tended deliveries during 1907. 

“Transportation conditions are unimproved. In the South, 
efforts which have been made to help the congestion and 
slow movement of tonnage from that point have been un- 
availing and condiiions are as bad as they have been at the 
worst time previously. 

“Foundry and steel making irons have had the call and 
malleable in good quantity has been in urgent demand. Cer- 
tain reports which have been circulated for the express pur- 


- pose of influencing particular stocks have not had their foun- 


dation on a sound basis and have been discredited accordingly. 

“There is no changé in prices over last week, except in 
a stronger attitude on the part of producers generally. This 
is warranted by the business they have on their books for 
1907 delivery and not by any false or unreasonable desire on 
their part to create a market where none exists. 

“On account of domestic business in steel products being 
in such fine shape, it is only natural that the horizon in this 
line be broadened and in consequence, business for export 
in structural steel and steel rails during the recent past has 
been unusual. About 2,000 tons of the former and 6,000 tons 
of rails have been bought for South America and some 50,000 
tons of 80-pound rails are stated to have been sold for deliv- 
ery after July, 1907, for export at a better figure than domes- 
tic product for the same period. 





Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“While the past week has been somewhat more quiet than 
the one which preceded it, prices are absolutely firm, and the 
situation is undoubtedly stronger. This is especially true of 
Southern foundry grades of iron. The order books of the 
Southern furnaces are in excellent condition—most of them 
being practically filled for the first half, and many of them 
for the third quarter. The little spot iron that is available 
finds a ready market, and brings fancy prices—especially if it 
is loaded on cars ready to be shipped out. Prices for future 
delivery are even stronger than they were a week ago. Then 
we heard occasional rumors of last half iron at $18.00 Bir- 
mingham, but close investigation to-day shows that no bona 
fide quotations at this figure exist. The lowest price named 
for this delivery is now $18.50, while a number of Alabama 
furnaces are asking, and getting, $19.00. Ohio furnaces have 
been selling their product freely, and are practically all of 
them sold up solidly to July 1. There has been quite a lively 
demand for charcoal iron, and several large orders have been 
placed for shipment through the entire balance of this year. 

“Some little weakness has been evident in steel making 
irons in the valley. Both basic and Bessemer have been a 
trifle unsteady, and for this reason valley manufacturers of 
malleable have been able to sell their irons into districts 
which they usually do not reach. When we consider the fact, 
however, that less than 300,000 tons of valley steel making 
irons are unsold for the last half, and that most of the large 
consumers have not covered for that period, it is easy to 
argue that the situation must soon gain strength. 

“The car situation is unimproved, and at many of the 
Southern furnaces it seems hopeless. When the railroads 
granted the extra thirty days before the advance of 25 cents 
south of the river should go into effect, manufacturers gen- 
erally expressed hopes that an effort would be made to bring 
shipments on contracts up to date before March 3. In this 
they have been very much disappointed, and furnaces that 
are unfortunate enough to be located on only one of the great 
Southern lines are having a most distressing time of it. Buy- 
ers are frantic for iron, and the great number of telegraphic 
requests for shipment shows how desperate they are. Con- 
sumers are busy in every direction, and iron is being used 
up as fast as it can be unloaded. In the South the rolling 
mills are running at their full capacity, and the pipe shops 
have never been as busy as they are to-day. 

“Coke continues steady and with good business. Activity 
in the various districts is hampered largely by poor move- 
ment of the fuel which is very uncertain and production 
has felt this. Demand is active and prices are unchanged.”
